Hssilswtfagottsatoo 
moon tbe nature sod the cJraunstaaees 
oftaeetDT Temperance addresses arc 
largely descrlptlea* of the elects of 
draksBBSss. They are tragi-comedies, 
in which the speaker seeks to make his 
audience laug£ at the antics of the 
drunkard, and cry over the broken heart 
and railed home of his wife and family. 
This strain is varied with thundering 
denunciations of "the moderate drinker, 
compared with whose insidious iafamy 
the Immoderate drinker who totally im- 
brutes himself is an object of pity 
rather than of reprobation, and with 
these are mingled chemical and sanitary 
statistics. The appeal, however, is 
moral, and the remedy usually proposed 
is absolute prohibition. The mends of 
"license," however stringently regulated, 
are regarded as mere Laodiceani, or 
worse. But this mere moral appeal to 
renounce drunkenness because it pro- 
duces crime and unhappiness and dis- 
ease is too arid. It forgets the persons 
to whom it is addressed, and the con- 
ditions of their life. Consequently then 
are the excitement and fury of a re- 
vival, vast temporary enthusiasm, and 
swift blacksliding. 


For what is drunkenness? It is in 


its origin the perversion of a natural 
taste for social enjoyment, and it is 
most prevalent among those who have 
the least opportunity for such enjoy- 
ment. 
Wben it has fixed itself upon 


its victim, it is largely dependent upon 
physical conditions. The usual tem- 
perance appeal to him is by the mere 
main strength of his moral will to break 
up the habit. His home is bare and 
desolate, and the preacher urges him to 
prefer it to the ooiy and warm and 
social "saloon." His system, enfeebled 
by excess, craves the stimulant, and the 
exhortation is simply not to take it. He 
needs especially every kind of support 
and assistance and diversion, and he is 
told to help himself. This is a relief 
whioh forgets the nature of the disease. 
That of itself suggests the remedy. 
The drunkard seeks social enjoyment 
illicitly. Supply it to him lawfully, 
show him that he can gratify his natural 
taste without shame to himself or harm 
to his family or society. Give to tho 
weak system whioh craves "a 
little 


something," a little something that 
will cheer and not inebriate. The 
drunkard knows tho misery that drunk- 
enness produces, for he is its victim, 
Ho does not wish to hear of that. 
The 


incipient drunkard knows 
it 
also. 


What they want is something to take 
tho 
place 
of 
drunkenness, 
some- 


thing that will help them to help them- 
selves. If all the money that ia yearly 
given to support talking upon the sub- 
ject were devoted to doing something in 
in tho way suggested, tho "liijuor inter- 
est" would bo confronted with some-

It U an ancient and true maxim, that 
self-preservation it the first and highest 


law ofnature." * * "And what think 
rou,"said Socrates to Arlttodemnt, "of 
thit continual leve of life, this dread of 
dissolution which takes possession of 
mankind when ushered into existence?" 
" I think »f It," was tha philosopher's re- 
ply, "at the meant employed by the tame 
wise Artist, deliberately determined 4o 
preterve what He hat made." The prin- 
ciple of self-preservation being to strong 
and to universal makes the subject of 
sulolde proportionately striking and wor- 
thy of consideration. It It also worthy of 
note that no other creature of Qod't crea- 
tion, tave man, It guilty of thlt crime.— 
You may traverse the forest tnd search 
in vain through all tbe wild animal king- 
dom for a tingle Instance of suicide. The 
deer, when wounded by the hunter's shot, 
will run at far at It poislbly can and tben 
hide away In the brush, er even turn with 
fury upon Its pursuer, that it may save lit 
lite. But man, endowed with knowledge 
—man, alone of all Qod't creation, will 
deliberately and "of malice aforethought" 
take his own life. Statistics disclose the 
curious f aett that suicide la more common 
in some countries than others i that tt is 
largely confined to.the male sex, and thai 
It seldom occurs In early life. A medical 
writer of distinction says that ho once 
conversed with a Russian peasant who 
was totally Ignorant ot the existence of 
this crime. In the young days of the Ro- 
man Republic it was comparatively un- 
known, nor did It become frequent until 
after the battle of Pharsalla. England, 
Germany and France have suffered more 
from this crime than all other nations, 
Dr. Young's well-known lines show how 
prevalent it was In Kngland In his day: 
"Oh, Britain I Infamous for sutolde I 
An Island, In thy manners far disjoined 
From the vrhole world of rationale beside; 
In tmblent waves plungethr polluted head- 
Wash thedln stain, nor shook the continent.' 
lit the last quartet of the nineteenth 


century France weart the belt for suicide 
where it is a national peculiarity. 
On oui 


own continent It has net become fashion- 
able asjyet, though every thoughtful ob 
server must tee that it is constantly in 
creasing. 


.Two reasons have been assigned by 


writers for tbe rarity of suicide amoni 
females: First, the greater gentleness ol 
their character; secondly, tholr more gen 
cral resignation to Divine Providence, 
Woman has stronger faith and stronger 
love than man; sue has more patience 
onil resignation and greater fortitude un 
der suffering. And all this Is only anoth 
ar way of saying that a Hitman fiat mart 
gotd common ante than a mm. 


Tbe causes of suicide may be divided 


into three general departments; Virtuous, 
vicious and irresponsible. When I apply 
the term virtuous to suicides, I do to In a 
qualified tense. I cannot conceive of any 
condition In life, In sorrow or dlsappelnt- 
inent, which can Justify a sane man In the 
act of self-murder. But I am not prepar- 
ed to clast Regulut and Socrates with 
men who, degraded and Imbruted by de- 
sire and passion, madly plunge from the 
certain present into the uncertain future 
Seme have contended that all suicide It 
committed during periods of temporary 
Insanity, and it Is quite possible if a mod 
ern jury should have been called to tit on 
the case of Judat, after due examination 
of all witnesses, and after discussing the 
subject on alt Its tldet, they would nave 
rendered a verdict after thlt fashion :— 
"Died by hit own aot while In a state ol 
temporary insanity." That suicide and 
Insanity, at effect and cause, are tome 
tlnu t connected I do net dispute, but In 
the majority of caaet thit effect will be 
found to proceed from more than one 
cause. When wo hear of a man having 
before blm the constant dread of tome 
great calamity, talking of some hideout 
speotre. Imagining that hit best friends 
are his bitterest enemies, and in this state 
he takes bit own life, we would think thai 
his mind was tuMennd and he undoubted 
ly was not retpefeilble for his aotg bit 
when that man, under the Influence of 
envy or revenge or disappointed love or 
ambition, deliberately loads his pistol or 
prepares hit arsenic or sharpens hit raior 
we should feel convinced that he wai 
b«rren of hope or that he was possessed 
of an enormont ihare of "tbe fatal ener 
gy," Tbe history of suicides shows that 
all the passions of our nature are capable 
of being roused Into motives of self-de- 
struction I See Lucretla, Inttneneed 01 
shame; tee Mayo, Hannibal, Influence! 
by fear; see Adrian, actuated by pain 
Judas and Pilate, Influenced by remone, 
An Important quwstlon meets nt here: It 
suicide a tin and a crime ? I have no 
hesitation In answering that question in 
the affirmative. I have already said that 
Insanity removes responsibility; but no 
man possessed of reason has a right to ter- 
minate his own existence any more than 
he bat aright to take tbe life of another.

Tho Alton /J«wera< it of the opinion 


that the defeat of theDemooraoy of thU 
State, at the late election, i*, '»•»•«> 
the extinction of the Hon. W.-C. Goodj 
as a politician, audit doe* not dugntoe 
it* wi«h that *uoh may be the reeult. 
The Democrat consider* Mr. ««*<y 
chiefly re«pon*ible for the platform 
adopted by the Illinois Democratic con- 
vention of 1878, and it i* thi. fact which 
induce* the Democrat to predwt, and 
powibly causes it to desire, his speedy 
emergence from politics. 


It is quite true that Mr. Goudy pre- 


pared the State platform, and it is 
equally true that, to eome extent, he 
used in the theories of »uch magnificent 
mind* at tho*e of Sam Gary, Ben But- 
ler, Col. W. T. Dowdall, and Wendell 
Phillips. "Standing on the platform 
tlone, Mr. Goudy does not rise much 
above his fellows, though that preciou* 
bit about "the prerogative ot issuing 
.bill* to circulate as money" show* that 
ho is a man of mark, even while his 
greatness is somewhat obtcured by hi* 
associates. 
. 


But it should be observed that, in tbe 


preparation of the platform, Mr. Goudy 
was hampered by the rule* of the Con- 
vention, and was under the nece«*ity of 
restraining hi* intellect or holding it 
down to concert pitch. If Magie and 
Beck were tied together, and hung over 
a post after the manner of a pair of oats, 
they might, after tbe blood got well 
into their head*, especially if their men- 
tal faculties were stimulated by the 
light of a full moon, produce a platform 
not largely inferior to that which Mr. 
Goudy constructed. But not on the 
platform alone rest* his title to glory; 
it is in his speech prepared at Chicago, 
and printed and distributed over the 
State, that we have perceived the entire 
man. 
In that speech hs it himself 


alone; alene of choice that hi* mind 
might bo untrammeled, and alone of 
necessity because he is unapproachable. 
Some forty years of study and practice 
of the law had ripened his intelleot and 
sharpened his faculties, and when be 
declares, as ho docs in that speech, that 
"Congress can exercise all the power* 
not prohibited by the Constition," we 
arc bound to declare that he has reach- 
ed a conclusion entirely original, and 
one which tho Chicago Time* alone is 
capable of comprehending and approv- 
ing. 
With such knowledge of the Con- 


stitution and its construction, and such 
acquaintance with the various exposit- 
ions of the fundamental law as an 
humble editor may claim, we are bound 
to say that nothing like this declaration 
has ever before been given to the pub- 
lie, 
While J most people have been 


blindly groping among the tombs of 
such men as Jefferson, Madison, Ben- 
ton, 
Clay. Calhomi, Webster, 
and 


Douglas, and breaking their intellectual 
shins, an one may say, over tho tomb- 
stones of dead ideas, Mr. Goudy takes 
a ghori run on tho platform, reaches 
tho conclusion that tho United States 
Government is one uf "prerogatives," 
and then, leaping into the air, boldly 
careers upward until ho reaches the 
lofty night where his eagle eye perceives 
that all powers not in terms prohibited 
by tho Constitution are to bo exercised 
by Congress. And yet tho Alton ttrni- 
ocrnt would have such a genius as this 
disappear from among our political 
doctrinaires! Perish the thought! For, 
as wo have never heard such a construc- 
tion of the Constitution till we read Mr. 
Goudy'i speech, KO we shall probably 
never hear it again. lie originated it; 
he alone can preserve it; and it will die 
with him. Long may he live, many 
platforms may he prepare, and many 
speeches may ho write.

America, combined with the keenneet 
and energy in bniineu matter* ot oar 
transatlantic cousin*, threaten to ex- 
pose our producers lo a severe if not 
injurious competition. It is, of course, 
impossible, with onr free-trade policy 
ana give-and-take principle in all that 
relate* to commerce, to think of revert 
ing to protection. So long t* the Unit, 
ed State* sent u* only the nurpln* of 
their cereal produce thtre was no ground 
for alarm. On the contrary, we had 
reason to be grateful to a source from 
which we could alway* draw a certain 
and sufficient supply of the first neee*- 
*ary of life to meet a want that was 
every yetr increasing. 
In process of 


time we also received with satisfaction 
consignments of other description* of 
food. 
The price of butcher's meat in 


the metropolis, exorbitant as it is, has, 
no doubt, been kept down by American 
exports, and we have largely drawn upon 
the fertile farms of the New World for 
pork, cheese and other item* of agricul- 
tural produce. 
We are also indebted 


to the United States for some of the 
best brands of preserved meats, as like- 
wise for a variety of " Yankee notions," 
including clocks, watches, the famous 
sewing and washing machines, churns, 
lemon squealers, etc., to aay nothing of 
cocktails, milk and gin sling*. It teems, 
however, that America now propose* to 
compete with us in other branches of 
domestic industry. 
Among her recent 


exports are boot* and shoes, perfumery, 
jewelry, and piece goods. 
We have no 


right to complain of these invasions; 
but it certainly behooves us to endeavor 
to meet them by producing, if possible, 
better manufactured articles at equally 
moderate prices. The question of Amer- 
ican competition is a serious one for our 
operatives, and ought to be taken into 
account before they strengthen 
the 


hands of the foreigner by renewing tho 
disastrous struggle between labor and 
capital, which have done so much of 
late years to paralyze our native in- 
dustry. 


A Remarkable Recluse 


John J. Ball, known as tho hermit of

one corner of a long box was falling to 
pieces, a turning lathe on one side and 
a carpenter's bench on the other was 
littered with rusty tools, scraps of old 
iron, junk, wood, horns of cattle, and all 
kinds of useless rubbish. 
Clam shells, 


were heaped up just outside the door- 


way. 
On clams dug from the beach, 


the neighbors say the hermit and his 
canine companions subsisted. His thirst 
for reading was insatiable, and ho would 
stop on the road and talk by the hour 
on political coonomy and history. 


On tho most important subjects 


around him he would talk learnedly and 
with interest, 
He was nuted, betide*, 


for his mastery of many trades Ho was 
an adopt at painting, shocniaking, cur- 
pententcring, calcimining, plastering, 
nnd sign painting, and he made putle- 
men's canes. Ho was sensible and proud 
to the last in being self-dependent, and 
to offer him alms was to offend and hurt 


him; 
but ho would take, in provisions, 


three times the value of his services in 
filing a saw, patching a shoe, riveting a 
jack-knife, or mending a gun. Little is 
known of his history. 
His birthplace 


is in Northern Vermont, and he lived 
for years in Meriden and New Haven, 
Cone. 
He had a brother, a ship-build- 


er, in New Haven. 
Suddenly he took 


to roving, and at the time of the Semi- 
nole war he was ia Florid*, trapping, 
hunting and fishing. Then he worked 
westward to Texas, and came back in 
time to go to Mexico in the Mexican 
war. His wandering habits clung to 
htm afterward, and at thn outbreak of 
the war he entered the Army of the 
Potomac. He had lived In his oabin 
for over six years, having previon*ly in- 
habited an old boat.

mindi in regiid to the matter li this: 
Why were not the citizens generally, 
without regard to aect or creed, consulted 
at tbo Inclpiency of the enterpriser 


As this same course, (the course iug- 


geited here), has been the occasion of 
luting trouble and strife elsewhere, may 
it not be well In the present Initanee, tak- 
ing couniel by experience, to "look bo- 
fore we leap." 
Perhaps the matter li 


perfectly plain. It may be that the Cath- 
olic Church proposes donating these 
grounds, buildings, etc., to the city, and 
will ask no tpetiat control at the hospital 
In any way. Out, oa the other hand, If 
that church is to hold the legal claim lo 
the property, and to furnish the principal, 
if not exclusive, internal management, 
then a number of grave questions arise.

of a hospital. He bai read the parable of
